CHEMICAL HISTORY OF ALCOHOL. 


What is the etymology of the word Alcohol ? 

This word has been variously written—alcobhel, 
alcabol, alkahol, alchool, alcool, alcol, alkol. ‘She 
prefix al is the Arabic equivalent to the Knglish 
definite article the; thus al-koran denotes the Ku- 
ran. The word kohol siguifles antimony, which 
was made into a fine powder, with which the Eas- 
tern women penciled the margin cf their eyebrows; 
whence, say some, alcohol came to be applied te 
any very subtile powder, and to other things redue- 
ed to a great degree of fineness or purity, especially 
spirit of wine. 

Dr. E. Juhuson, the author of Nuces Phildso- 
phicee, and a most able philologist, has more ree 
cently offered a curious conjecture on the ety mole- 
gy of alcohol—one that bas the merit of uniting 
beth sense and seund, and which stigalarly co@im- 
cides with the name suggested to Shak speare, by a 
contemplation of its efiects:—*O thou invisible 
spirit of wine, if thou bast no name to be known 
by, let us call thee Devil.’ 

It was an Eastern superstition that the earth 
was invested with evil spirits called gotils—this 
word was spelled several different ways, as zoul, 
ghoul, ghole. They were supposed to frequent 
burying grounds, and to prey upon dead bodies. 
They were also supposed to assume different 
shapes, and sometimes to enter the body, and tw 
possess if, as it were, with adevil When any 
thing fearful was beard or seen. it was « connnen 
expression to exclaim, ‘The ghole! the ghole” 
Aud whén the Arabian chemists first discovered 
alcohol, and the eflects (intoxicetion) 
which it produced on the first person who took ix, 
it seems very natural that they sheuld suppose him 
to be possessed of an evil spirit, and that aleohot 
was in facet only one of the forms whieh the ghole 
had assumed im order to enter and torture the bu- 
mau body. And frightened at what they beheld ix 
is very natural that they should exciaim el ghole! 
al ghole'‘—and it seems very probable that w Suid 
capable of producing such extraordinary effect 
siuuld coutinue for some time to be supposed to 

| be an evil spirit in disguise, us it were: nud when 
this notion wus laid aside, the great evil which this 
liquid devil was observed to work amoaugst men 
would still be likely to cause it to retain its name 
of Al-Ghole or ithe evil spirit, Our manner of spell- 
ing it is no objection to this etymology ; fer alghole 
aight easily be corrupted alcobol—thus, alghele, 
algohol, alcool, In this word, 2s in almost every 
uiher, the name defines the nature of the thing. 

Iu a work entitled Letters Writ by a ‘Turkish 
Spy, published in London, 1693, we Gud « curious 
confirmation of the grounds of this etymology. 

*’Tis a groundless superstition to refuse the Gift 
of Divine Liberality, aud deny ourselves the use of 
that plant which was made to cheer the heurts of 
mortals. Nay, our Holy Traditions themselves, 
aud all our Doctors, tacitly own, that the Vme ix 
allowable, and that it was saved among the rest of 
the vegetables by Noalb in the Ark. And that Hely 
Prophet cursed the Devil for stealing iu away. Per- 
haps the story will not be uopleasant to thee. 

* When God coumanded Noah to descend out of 
the Ark in peace, they built them houses aud began 
to exercise Husbandary. ‘They corn and 
the seed of other vegetables. ‘They pianted also all 
sorts of trees, but when they came to look for the 
vine, it could not be found. 

*‘Phen uw was told Neal by the Angel, that the 
devil had stolen it away, as baving some right to it. 
Wherefore, Noah cited the devil to appear belore 
the Angel, in the name of God, to answer this thelt. 
The Angel gave judgment that ihe vine should be 
divided betWeen ‘em inte three parts, whereof the 
devil should have two, and Noah one, to which 
both varties consented. Whereby it is evident 
that man bas some share in the juice of the grape. 
For this was the decision of Gabriel: that whee 
the third of the liquor of this fruit should be evap- 
oruted away in boiling over the fire, the remainder 
should be lawful for Noah and his posterity to 
diwk. And thou knowest we Mussulisen cetieral- 
ly obey this law in preparing our wine.

Act passed April 13th, 1838. Sect, 1. The 
Schoo! Committee shall annually make a de- 
tailed report of the condition of the several 
; public schools in their respective towns, desig- 
nating particular improvements and defects in 
the methods or means of education, and stat- 
ing such facts and suggestions in relation 
|thereto, asin their opinion will best promote 
the interests and increase the usefulness of 
said schools; which report shall be read in 
open town meeting, in February, March or 
April, in each year, or be printed and distribu- 
ted for the use of the inhabitants, and shall be 
deposited in the office of the Clerk of the town; 
,and an attested copy thereof shall be transmit- 
ted by said School Committee to the office of 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, with the 
official return now required by law. 

Sect. 2. The Schoo! Committee shall se- 
lect and contract with the teachers for the 
town and district schools; provided, however, 
that the teachers may be selected and contract- 
ed with by the Prudential Committees as here- 
tofore, whenever the town shall so determine. 

Act passed February 23d, 1844. The 
School Commitee of any town are hereby au- 
thorized to dismiss from employment any 
teacher in such town, whenever the said Com- 
mittee may think proper, and from the time 
of such dismissal such teacher shall receive no 
further compensation for services rendered in 
that capacity. 

Act passed March 25th, 1845. Any child 
unlawfully excluded from public school instruc- 
tion in this Commonwealth, shall recover dam- 
ages therefor, in an action on the case, to be 
brought in the name of said child, by his guar- 
dians, or next friend, in any Court of compe- 
tent jurisdietion to try the same, against the 
city or town by which such public school in- 
struction is supported. 

Passed April 15, 1846. In every city and 
town in the Commonwealth, in which it is now 
required by law that the school committee shall 
be elected in the month of February, March or 
April, the school committee of the year prece- 
ding such election, shall continue to hold their 
office, and to discharge the duties thereof, not- 
withstanding the election of successors, until 
the winter terms of the several schools shall 
have closed, and until the certificate, return, 
and report, as hereinafter provided, shall have 
been made and transmitted to the office of the 
secretary of the Commonwealth: provided, 
however, that, in regard to the examination of 
teachers for the semmer schools, the visitation 
of those schools, and all other duties, except the 
making and transmitting of the said documen's, 


(for the purpose of the term of office of the new committee shall be 


held to commence immediately after their elec- 
tion to the same. 

The school committee of each city and town 
shall,as soon as may be after the first day of 
May. annually, ascertain by actual examination 
or otherwise, the number of persons between 
the ages of four and sixteen years, belonging to 
such city or town, on the said first day of May, 
and shall make a certificate thereof, under oath, 
and also of the sum raised by such city of town 
for the support of schools, including only wa- 
ges and board of teachers, and fuel for the 
schools, during the said year ; and shall trans- 
mitthe same to the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth, on or before the last day of the follow- 
ing April. * %* %*« %* * * * 

The school committees shall annually make 
,a detailed report of the condition of the sever- 
al public schools in their respective cities and 
towns, which report shall contain such state- 
ments and suggestions in relation to such 
schools as the said committees shal! deem ne- 
cessaty or proper to promote the interests there= 
of; and a certified copy of such report shall be 
transmitted by said committees to the office of 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, on or be- 
fore the last day of April. Said report shall 
also be deposited in the office of the clerk of the 
city or town ; and shall either be read in open 
town meeting, in the month of February, March 
or April, or, at the discretion of the school com- 
mittee, shall be printed for the use of the inhab- 
itants. - 


Act Passed March 29, 1847. In addition to 
the grants of money for common schools, which 
cities and towns are now by law authorized to 
make, any city or town may appropriate such

Rute 5. All the teachers shall be required 
to keep books in addition to the Registers re- 
quired by law, in whieh they shall record the 
names, ages, absences, delinquencies, amount of 
improvement of every scholar, and in which 
euch remarks shall be entered respecting the 
behaviour of the several scholars in and out of 
school as shal! enable the Committee to form a 
just idea of the state of the schools. 

Rute 6. The teachers shall endeavor to va- 
ry their modes of instruction as much as possi- 


ble,and by mingling oral instruction with the} 


use of books, seek to excite and interest the 
children, and make the exercises pleasant as 
well as profitable. 


Rute 7. The most perfect order, attention 
and decorum must be preserved in all 
schools. This is considered by the Committee 
of vital importance, and will be insisted on most 
strenuously. Asa general rule, mild and gen- 
tle government should be adopted. But when 
this fails, the instructor is permitted and re- 


quired to resort: to punishment mere or less se- | 


vere, asin his judgment the case may require. 
In all doubtful cases, or wherever determined 
wilfulness and hakitual misconduct are exhib- 
ited, the instructor shal] resert for advice to the 
Committee. 


Route 8. It shall be the duty of the instfuct- 
ors to exercise as far as practicable, a general 


oversight and care of their pupils, out of school, | 


as well as within its walls. They shall exert 
their influence to prevent all quarreling and 
disagreement, all rude and noisy behavior in 
the streets, all vulgar and profane language, all 
improper games, and all disrespect to travellers. 
They shall take special pains to impress upon 


\the minds of their scholars the importance of | 


good manners, andthe still higher valve of 
truth, honesty and benevolence. 

Rute 9. I shall be the duty of the instruc- 
tors to take care that the school houses, and 


all the public property pertaining thereto, shail | 


receive no damage from cutting or marking or 


other modes of defacing and injuring the same. |

Route 10. The teachers of the several 
schools, shall prescribe such rules for the use 
of the yards and out-buildings, connected with 
their school houses, as shall insure their be- 
ing kept in a neat and proper condition. 

The teachers shall be excused 
from keeping school as follows: every Satur- 
day afternoon in the year, Fast day, Thanks- 
giving day, and the two days fellowing, Christ- 
mas day, fourth day of July, and such other 
times as the Committee specially shall desig- 
nate.

A great error is committed by trimming ex- | 
cessively. It is better to trim a little each 
year, than to wait for a good growth of fire- 
iwood before trimming. A good general rule 
lis, never to cut limbs that will'not be likel to, 
heal over in two years. One inch anda half) 
in diameter is as large as any limb ought to) 
grow in case itis not to remain permanently 
on the tree. 

In regard to young trees jast transplanted, 
there is @ prevalent notion that as much of the 
top should be lopped as was lopped from the 
roots on taking upthe tree.

mer in proportion to the amount of healthy 

leaves borne by the tree. 

The sap is elaborated through the leaves,and 
made into sap wood, or alburnum. A few 
leaves cannot elaborate much sap, and many 
young standards suffer for want of leaves, 

We have often seen grown men strip off all 
the leaves that were on the trunks of young 
trees in the nursery. You can hardly injure 
young trees more than by thus robbing’ them 
of their leaves.

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GEOLOGY. 

Explorations of geologists have brought to 
light wonders scarcely exceeded by those of 
astronomy. While many fanciful theories 
have no doubt originated, the facts which are 
constantly developed, are adapted at once to 
gratify and stimulate the friends of science. 

Mr. Lyell travelled across Sweden from the 
least to the west coast, on the surmit-level, and 
found everywhere the same appearance as on 
the coast. The whole country affords incon-

Some —— years since I spenta college va- 
cation in the town of Weymouth, Norfolk 
County, Mass. While there, I attended 


church one Sunday merning at what was call- 
ed the old Weymouth meeting house, and 
heard a sermon from the venerable pastor, Rev 
Jacob Norton. About | made

ed in the old gentleman. I my 
agreeabe visits to an aged lady of the parish, 
whose acquaintance | had made. She inform- 
ed me that Mr. Nerton was ordained their pas- 
tor when he was about twenty-one years of 
age, and that be had been with them nearly 
forty years.

Insects apout Fruit Trees. It is of the 
Ereatest importance that all insects about fruit | 
trees should be destroyed. ‘This desirable end 
is effected in a variety of ways, one of which | 
will mention. As soon as your trees begin to 
cast their fruit, turn in your swine—no matter 
how many, if your orchard is of considerable 
size, and permit them to remain there till the 
fruit attains its full size. By examination you 
will find that almost invariably every apple, 
pear or other fruit that falls prematurely, con- 
taias one or more worms. These the hogs wiil 
destroy, and thus prevent injury from the same 
source in succeeding years. Where this meth- 
od cannot be adopted, all the fruit that drops 
early from the boughs, should be carefully and 
frequently picked up, and fed to the swine in 
their styes. Lime and ashes, appliod in con- | 
siderable quantities, operate both as a stimulent 
to the trees, and as a remedial agent in check- | 
ing the ravages of the curculios and other in- | 
sectiverous depredators. Salt, also, in small | 
quantities is decidedly beneficial to most 
plants, and many are benefitted by it when the 
quantity applied is large. ‘By experiments |
